CONDITIONS OF SALE. 



1. The highest Bidder to be the Buyer; and if any Dispute arise 

between two or more Bidders, the Lot so disputed shall be 
immediately put up again.

of the Purchaser. If at the expiration of One Week after the 
conclusion of the Sale, the Lots are not cleared or paid for, 
they will then be Catalogued for immediate Sale, and the ex- 
pense, the same as if re-sold, will be added to the amount at 
which they were bought. The Auctioneer will have the option 
of re-selling the Lots uncleared either by public or private sale, 
without any notice being given to the defaulter. 

4. To prevent inaccuracy in 'delivery, and inconvenience in the

Mr. Yan Beest was engaged upon this picture at 
the time of his death. He began it in the fall 
of 1859, with the intention of making it the first 
of a series of marine pictures, which were to rep- 
resent the naval history of the United States. 
The following No., 102, which was commenced 
last spring, was to be the second of this series. 
No. 107, the Frigate President being Chased by 
the British Fleet off Sandy Hook, was to be the 
third of the same series. Although these three 
paintings are in an unfinished state, they evidence 
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fully the remarkable talent of this truly great 
artist, and would have been, if finished, his finest 
works.

This beautiful picture has by some judges been 
taken for a work of Murillo, (the " wish is some- 
times father to the thought,") and the enormous 
prices which the works of the great Spanish artist 
have brought — as high as $115,000 — is enough to 
prejudice the eye even of a connoisseur ; but the 
truth is, in all the great masters there are parts 
which, in some degree, resemble the works of 
others, and so it happens in the splendid work be- 
fore us ; there are parts not only resembling in 
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tone and color, but partaking largely of the man- 
ner and style of Murillo, although, to those who 
have seen the works of Correggio, the same re- 
marks might, in other respects, be applied, and thus 
it would not have surprised us to have heard it pro- 
nounced a Correggio. There is, however, both in 
composition, drawing, and execution, a totally dif- 
ferent style from either of the two masters named ; 
and it is the opinion of a gentleman who has long 
been connected with not only the pictures of the old 
masters, their original sketches, drawings, and 
etchings, but who has a vivid remembrance of the 
Madonna del Gatto, formerly in the Cesare Palace, 
Perugia, now in the English National Gallery, 
also the celebrated " Noli me Tangere," formerly 
the Duke de Lucca's, sold to the late Lord Elles- 
mere, and several others, that this is entirely the 
work of the inimitable Baroccio, whose chubby, 
cherry-cheeked children were, as it is said, " fed 
upon roses." 

143 Paul Veronese. (Paolo Cagliari, called Paolo Veronese, 
was born at Verona, in 1532, and died in 158S.) Fine 
Gallery Painting of a Man between Virtue and Vice. 
This is supposed to be a portrait of the artist. 
A repliqua of the celebrated picture, formerly in 
the collection of the Duke of Orleans, the Italian 
part of which was bought by Mr. Bryan, who was 
authorized by the Duke of Bridgewater, the Earl 
of Carlisle, and the Marquis of Stafford, to pur- 
chase it for d£43,000 sterling. This picture was 
valued at 300 guineas, and was purchased by T. 
Hope, Esq. An engraving, with an account of the 
picture, will be found in the Galerie du Palais 
Royal dit Due d' Orleans, 3 vols.

It was brought to the United States for exhibition, 
and valued by Count D'Orsay at $7,500. Mr. 
Burton had in his possession, at the time of his 
death, an autograph letter from D'Orsay acknowl- 
edging its genuineness, which has been mislaid 
by his family since his decease ; if found, it will 
be handed to the purchaser. There, however, can 
be no doubt of its originality, as the picture is well 
known.
